Applicants hereby petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) to revive the above application, which 
was abandoned on July 7, 2004 for failure to comply with requirements for a Request for 
Continuing Examination on April 12, 2004. Applicants submit that the delay in response 
was unintentional. 

Applicants filed a request for Continuing Prosecution Application (CPA} on April 12, 
2004. On June 22, 2004, a Communication was received stating that the request was treated 
as a request for an RCE, because "if a request for a continued prosecution application (CPA) 
under 37 CFR. 1.53(d) has been filed in the utility or plant application (including a previously 
filed CPA) that was filed on or after May 29, 2000, the request for a CPA has been treated as a 
RCE." 

In response. Applicants filed a communication on July 23, 2004, stating that, as the filing 
date of the instant application was prior to May 29, 2000, the above cited rule did not apply. In 
response. Applicants received a communication on Jan. 14, 2005 that CPA practice has been 
eliminated from the USPTO. 

Enclosed with this Petition is a submission for RCE in accordance with 37 C.F.R. 
1.114(c). providing an amendment to the claims, new arguments, and a response to Office 
Action in accordance with 37 C.F.R. 1.111. Applicants respectfully submit that the present 
submission completes the requirements for filing of an RCE.
